The terms did not estimate in round figures how 
much the Dominion will have to put on the line as an 
initial outlay and Mr. King made it clear the final

There is one big difference 
between the new labor laws in the 
US, and Canada. 

tn the U.S. even such a noted 
states'-rights man as Senator Taft 
dd not try to have the federal 
authority to wash its hands of 
responsibility. In Canada no 
sooner was the war over than we 
went back to “every province for 
itself and the 
devil take the 
hindmost.”

and a Minister of Labor rightly 
more deeply respected by trade 
unionists than was the case any- 
where in Canada. 

But certain interests succeeded 
in pushing through the B.C. legis- 
lature the worst hodge-podge,: un- 
British, anti-democratic, and plain 
downright dumb legislation which 
has ever been miscalled labor 
“law.” 

The Minister of Labor, Hon.
